“SMOG” IS A NEW WORD 
here in the west. And it is newer 
in our part of the state than in 
the Los Angeles area. 

A combination of smoke and 
fog, it has long blanketed indus- 
trial areas of eastern cities. Pitts- 
burgh, Penn. is perhaps the most 
famous of these soot-choked cities. 

According to Dr. J. C. Geiger, 
our Oakland public health chief, 
“smog,” however, aS we have it 
today, is made up of ‘a lot of 
things besides soot and fog. To 
labolish it is no simple matter. 
| For one thing, the exhaust from 
our thousands of automobiles is 
}one of the leading sources of irri- 
tants in the atmosphere. This gas 
contains the oderless and tasteless 
carbon monoxide, a dangerous 
|killer in concentrated quantities, 
and a cause of illness of various 
kinds when encountered in smal- 
ler amounts. 

Here in Oakland we often have 

a pollution at certain tide stages 
|because of the escape of hydrogen 
sulfide from mudflats which have 
|been impregnated with sewage. 
Improvement of sewage disposal, 
jnow in progress, will help this 
|condition. 
Odors and gases from oil refin- 
jeries are carried about in this re- 
gion during the winter season. 
|These may come from quite a dis 
|tance, which makes the problem 
|harder. 

The whole subject is one which 
we do not know much about. We 
do not know exactly what causes 
certain conditions, we do not know 
how much harm is done. Still less 
do we know how to stop “smog.”

|tics and people with allergies, suf-

The vote had been a 6-6 tie with 
three challenges. One Challenge 
{was sustained because the voter 
was the proprietor’s nephew; an- 
other was found to \jbe no longer 
employed. But the third was found 
to be a worker on sick leave, whose 
employment the boss had decided 
|to terminate. After the case went 
all the way to the Board, his bal- 
lot was opened and counted. His 
vote was for the union. 

The boss appealed the certifica- 
tion, however, arguing that dur- 
ing the long interim three workers 
had resigned and been replaced, 
and that it could be “presumed” 
that the union no longer had a 
majority. Trial Examiner Arthur 
Leff rejected the plea, saying it’s 
the election that counts and that 
thé certification is a mere formal- 
ity. The Board sustained him.

RECOGNIZING ORGANIZED LABOR 
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20-Year Fight on Co-Op Hospital Is 


Lost By Medicos in 


Oklahoma County 


Farmers Union Herald 


The Beckham County Medical| 
Society has ended its bitter 20-year 
campaign to kill the cooperative 
hospital at Elk City, Okla. 

Just before the co-op’s damage 
suit against the society was ready | 
to go to trial, the medical organi- 
zation settled out of court. And all 
the doctors on the Farmers Union 
sponsored hospital staff, were ad- 
mitted to society membership. 

For years the medical society 
has boycotted the co-op group. 
Doctors on the hospital staff were 
barred from specialty boards cov-| 
ering many phases of medicine. 

This boycott made it tough for 
the hospital to persuade doctors) 
to join their staff. And it caused 
a good many doctors to resign 
from the hospital. 

But the day after the recent 
settlament the American College! 
of Surgeons put the co-op hospi- 
tal on their approved list—some- 
thing they had refused to do other- 
wise. Now the fight is over. 

It had been a bitter scrap. Even 
though all doctors on the hospital 
staff were graduates of recognized 
medical schools and of good pro- 
fessional reputation, the society 
methodically snubbed them, 


Early in the fight, Dr. Mic 
|Shadid, the hospital founder, was 
knocked off the membership roles 
of the medical group. That set the 
anti-co-op campaign pattern. 

But the co-op hospital has sur- 
vived all these years of discrimi- 
nation. And has served 2000 fami- 
lies in the rural area well. The 
hospital has 75 beds in a modern 
well equipped building.
